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ANNOUNCEMENT. 


The  Forty-ninth  Session  will  commence  Oct.  ist,  1902. 

Certificates  of  attendance  are  recognized  by  the  Royal 
Colleges  of  Physicians  and  Surgeons  of  London  and  Edin- 
burgh, so  that  those  possessing  the  Degree  of  M.D.  from 
Queen’s  University,  are  entitled  to  all  the  privileges  in  Great 
Britain  that  are  accorded  to  the  students  and  graduates  of  other 
colonial  colleges  and  universities. 

The  General  Medical  Council  of  Great  Britain  and  Ireland 
requires  candidates  for  license  to  have  spent  five  winter  and 
four  summer  sessions  in  the  study  of  medicine. 

The  medical  department  occupies  very  commodious  premises 
immediately  adjacent  to  the  other  University  buildings  and  the 
hospitals.  The  building  has  been  recently  enlarged  and  im- 
proved. The  first  floor  is  devoted  to  physiology,  and  history, 
and  consists  of  a lecture  room  and  two  laboratories.  The 
second  floor  has  two  lecture  rooms,  a pathological  and  bacterio- 
logical laboratory,  a students’  reading  room,  a library  and  a 
museum.  The  upper  floor  is  devoted  to  the  study  of  anatomy 
and  has  a large  dissecting  room,  two  lecture  rooms  and  a room 
for  private  demonstrations. 

Instruction  in  the  various  departments  of  Chemistry  is 
given  in  the  John  Carruthers  Hall,  and  in  Physics  and  Botany 
in  the  University  Building  immediately  adjourningo 

An  abundant  supply  of  dissecting  material  affords  every 
opportunity  for  the  study  of  practical  anatomy,  the  foundation 
of  all  medical  knowledge. 

The  Kingston  General  Hospital,  and  the  Hotel  Dieu,  both 
within  a few  minutes’  walk  of  the  University  buildings,  are 
open  to  the  students  and  offer  every  facility  for  the  prosecution 
of  clinical  studies.  Students,  if  they  so  desire,  can  visit  the 
Hospital  for  the  Insane,  with  Dr.  Clarke,  the  Superintendent, 
in  addition  to  visiting  the  other  hospitals. 
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The  General  Hospital  has  now  accommodation  for  two 
hundred  patients,  its  capacity  having  been  largely  increased  by 
the  completion  of  the  Nickle  wing.  Another  building  (a  be- 
quest of  the  late  Michael  Doran),  especially  for  obstetric  and 
gynaecological  cases,  has  been  erected.  A theatre  for  post 
mortem  examinations  has  also  been  built.  An  operating  amphi- 
theatre (the  gift  of  the  late  Dr.  K.  N.  Fenwick),  built  on  the 
most  approved  modern  plans,  affords  students  every  facility  for 
observing  surgical  operations. 

Good  board  in  respectable  houses  may  be  obtained  at  prices 
ranging  from  $3.00  to  $4.00  per  week.  Lists  of  boarding  and 
lodging  houses  can  be  obtained  on  application  to  the  Registrar 
cf  the  University. 


CURRICULUM. 

Candidates  for  the  Degrees  of  M.D.,  C. M.,  or  the  College 
Diploma,  must  have  completed  a period  of  four  years’  study, 
which  must  comprise  three  winter  sessions  of  at  least  six 
months  each,  and  one  session  of  eight  months,  and  have  passed 
the  matriculation  examination  of  Queen’s  College,  or  an  equi- 
valent. 

Note. — Students  intending  to  take  the  License  of  the  On- 
tario Medical  Council  must  attend  four  winter  sessions  of  eight 
months  each. 

Note. — As  a number  of  the  Provinces  of  Canada,  and  many 
of  the  States  of  the  Union  require  an  eight  months’  session  all 
students  are  recommended  to  attend  four  full  sessions  of  eight 
months  each.

At  any  centre  at  which  at  least  two  students  apply  for  Ma- 
triculation examination,  an  examination  will  be  held  on  July  17th. 

Intending  matriculants  must  notify  the  Registrar  of  the 
University  not  later  than  the  15th  day  of  June,  1902.  The 
usual  fee  ($5.00)  must  be  sent  with  the  application. 

Graduates  and  matriculants  in  Arts  from  any  recognized 
University,  and  all  who  have  passed  the  Matriculation  examina- 
tion prescribed  by  the  Medical  Council  of  Ontario,  are  not  re- 
quired to  pass  the  above  Matriculation  examination. 

The  Matriculation  examination  must  have  been  passed  be- 
fore a student  will  be  credited  with  any  of  the  professional 
examinations,  although  lectures  may  be  attended  before  passing 
it. 

Graduates  in  Arts  may  complete  their  Medical  curriculum 
in  three  years. 

Every  candidate  must  have  given  regular  attendance  on  full 
courses  of  instruction  in  the  following  departments  for  the 
periods  stated. 


SUBJECTS  OF  STUDY  AND  FEE. 

1st  Year  : — Physics,  Botany,  Animal  Biology,  Anatomy,  Physiology, 
Histology,  Chemistry — Practical  Anatomy  and  Materia  Medica. 

2nd  Year : — Anatomy,  Physiology,  Materia  Medica,  Therapeutics, 
Practical  Pharmacy,  Chemistry— Theoretical,  Chemistry — Analytical  and 
Practical,  Practical  Anatomy,  Histology,  Embryology. 

3rd  Year  : — Practice  of  Medicine,  Clinical  Medicine,  Surgery,  Clinical 
Surgery,  Obstetrics,  Gynaecology  and  Paediatrics,  Jurisprudence,  Path- 
ology, Medical  and  Surgical  Anatomy,  Sanitary  Science. 

Note. — Students  are  advised  to  make  their  third  year  an  eight 
months’  session. 
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4th  Year  : — Practice  of  Medicine,  Clinical  Medicine,  Surgery,  Clinical 
Surgery,  Obstetrics  and  Gynaecology,  Medical  and  Surgical  Anatomy, 
Pathology  and  Bacteriology,  Mental  Diseases,  Diseases  of  Eye,  Ear, 
Nose  and  Throat. 

The  Fee  (including  registration,  examination,  laboratories,,  library, 
gymnasium,  and  the  required  amount  of  dissecting  material),  is  $100  per 
session,  but  if  paid  in  full  before  October  16th,  the  fee  is  $95  ; if  not  paid 
in  full  before  January  10th,  $105.  Special  arrangements  will  be  made  as 
to  fees  with  those  who  do  not  take  the  full  course  of  any  year. 

The  above  course  of  study  may  have  been  pursued  either 
wholly,  at  Queen’s,  or  partly  at  Queen’s  and  partly  at  some 
other  recognized  medical  school.  In  the  latter  case  at  least  one 
full  session  must  have  been  spent  at  this  University. 

To  meet  the  requirements  of  the  Medical  Council  of  Ontario, 
and  the  General  Medical  Council  of  Great  Britain,  a fifth  year 
course  has  been  adopted  as  follows 

,5th  Year  : — Operative  Surgery  on  the  Cadaver,  Sectional  Anatomy, 
Clinical  Medicine  (including  Physical  Diagnosis),  Ophthalmology,  Mental 
Diseases,  Clinical  Surgery,  Diseases  of  Women,  Diseases  of  Children, 
Practical  Pathology,  and  Bacteriology  with  special  attention  to  the  exami- 
nation of  urine,  sputum,  bile,  stomach  contents,  etc. 

The  fee  for  this  session  is  $50. 

Certificates  of  attendance  on  lectures  are  accepted  from  in- 
corporated medical  schools  in  the  British  Dominions  and  others 
recognized  by  British  universities  and  licensing  bodies.  Other 
certificates  of  attendance  on  lectures  and  examinations  may  be 
accepted  at  the  discretion  of  the  faculty. 

Students  who  have  passed  the  Primary  examination  in 
Botany  and  Senior  Leaving  examination  in  Zoology  of  the 
Education  Department,  will  not  be  required  to  attend  lectures 
on  these  subjects  during  the  medical  course. 

All  students  must  present  certificates  of  having  compounded 
medicine  for  a period  of  six  months  in  the  office  of  a regularly 
qualified  medical  practitioner  ; of  having  attended  at  least  six 
cases  of  midwifery;  of  having  reported  six  medical  and  six 
surgical  cases  ; of  having  attended  and  reported  on  six  post

mortem  examinations,  and  of  having  attended  hospital  practice 
for  at  least  twenty-four  months. 

Graduates  in  Arts  who  have  attended  during  their  course 
lectures,  or  taken  practical  instruction  of  the  character  or 
duration  required  by  the  curriculum  in  medicine,  may  obtain 
certified  tickets  of  the  course  on  payment  of  the  ordinary  fee 
demanded  from  students  in  medicine,  less  the  laboratory  fee 
paid  during  their  Arts  course. 


EXAMINATIONS  AND  GRADUATION.  * 

Every  candidate  intending  to  appear  at  the  Final  examina- 
tion must,  on  or  before  the  14th  day  of  March  (in  the  year  in 
which  he  proposes  to  graduate),  present  to  the  Secretary  a de- 
claration under  his  own  hand  that  he  is  twenty-one  years  of 
age,  or  that  he  will  be  so  before  the  date  of  graduation,  accom- 
panied by  a certificate  of  good  moral  character,  and  a statement 
of  his  medical  studies,  with  proper  certificates. 

Every  student  must  on  or  before  March  14th  notify  the 
Secretary  of  the  examinations  upon  which  he  intends  to  write. 
For  this  purpose  blank  forms  are  supplied.

At  the  end  of  the  fourth  session  : 

Practice  of  Medicine,  Clinical  Medicine,  Surgery,  Clinical  Surgery, 
Obstetrics  and  Gynaecology,  Medical  and  Surgical  Anatomy,  Pathology, 
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Bacteriology,*  Diseases  of  Eye,  Ear,  Nose  and  Throat*  and  Mental 
Diseases,  (Optional.) 


^Examinations  on  these  subjects  will  be  held  on  Dec.  19th. 


On  each  senior  paper  the  examiner  may  put  pass  and  honour 
questions.  Students  desiring  rank  must  answer  both. 

A candidate  cannot  obtain  University  rank  for  any  of  the 
foregoing  examinations  until  he  has  matriculated. 

Supplementary  examinations  will  be  held  in  Convocation 
Hall,  commencing  September  23rd,  at  10  a.m. 

Students  in  Arts  who  have  the  study  of  Medicine  in  view, 
are  advised  to  take,  during  their  Arts  course,  the  Honour  sub- 
jects in  Animal  Biology,  and  thus  complete  part  of  the  Practi- 
cal Anatomy  and  all  the  Physiology  and  Histology  of  their 
Medical  course.  An  Arts  Degree  along  these  lines  shortens  by 
one  year  the  course  of  study  required  by  the  Medical  Council 
of  Ontario.

This  Scholarship  will  be  awarded  to  the  student  making  the 
highest  per  centage  of  marks  on  the  examinations  of  the  year  and 
will  be  enjoyed  by  the  successful  candidate  during  his  fourth  session. 

5.  At  the  end  of  the  fourth  session  : 

The  Chancellor’s  Scholarship  of  $70.00. 

This  Scholarship  is  open  to  students  who  take  the  examinations  of 
the  Ontario  Medical  Council,  and  is  tenable  only  on  condition  that  during 
the  following  year  the  winner  pursues  the  studies  of  the  fifth  session  at 
Queen’s  as  prescribed  in  the  Calendar  or  studies  in  Europe  fora  like  period. 

This  Scholarship  will  be  awarded  to  the  student  who  has  made  the 
highest  number  of  marks  on  all  examinations  of  the  four  years’  course. 

Candidates  for  this  Scholarship  must  hand  in  their  names  the  Sec- 
retary before  the  examinations  begin. 

6.  A University  Medal  to  student  making  the  highest  number  of 
marks  in  the  examinations  in  Practice  of  Medicine,  Clinical  Medicine,  1 
Pathology,  Bacteriology,  Sanitary  Science  and  Jurisprudence. 

7.  A University  Medal  to  the  students  making  the  highest  number  of 
marks  in  Surgery,  Clinical  Surgery,  Obstetrics  and  Gynaecology,  Medical 
and  Surgical  Anatomy. 

8- 1 0.  Three  House  Surgeoncies  at  the  Kingston  General  Hospital,  of  twelve 
months  each,  are  to  be  awarded  to  the  three  students  making  the  highest 
per  centages  on  the  examinations  of  the  fourth  year.  Candidates  for  these 
positions  must  have  passed  all  previous  examinations.

Demonstrators  and  Assistant  Demonstrators  in  Materia 
Medica  and  Pharmacy,  and  in  Physiology  and  Histology,  will 
be  appointed.  Fifth  year  students  holding  these  appointments 
are  exempt  from  the  fifth  year  fee  of  $50.00.

The  University  examinations  in  medicine  will  begin  on 
March  23rd,  1903. 

The  examinations  of  the  Ontario  Medical  Council  will  be 
held  in  Kingston,  beginningon  the  third  Tuesday  in  May,  1903. 

All  who  desire  to  practice  medicine  in  Ontario  must  pass  the 
matriculation  and  other  examinations  of  the  Medical  Council. 

All  announcements  and  regulations  contained  in  this  Calen- 
dar apply  to  the  current  session  only. 

All  applications  with  reference  to  the  course  must  be  made 
to  Dr.  Herald,  Secretary  of  the  Faculty. 


COURSE  OF  INSTRUCTION. 

1.— THEORY  AND  PRACTICE  OF  MEDICINE.— (Prof.  Third.) 

The  course  consists  of  100  lectures  and  embraces  the  general 
principles  cf  Medicine,  the  nature  and  causation  of  disease  ; to- 
gether with  a careful  consideration  of  diseases  of  the  body 
ordinarily  meet  with,  their  symptoms,  recognition  means  of  pre- 
vention, &c.,  &c.,  and  much  time  is  devoted  to  the  subject  of 
treatment,  medicinal  and  hygienic. 

These  lectures  are  illustrated  by  plates,  morbid  specimens 
and  models  of  diseased  parts. 
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2.— PRINCIPLES  AND  PRACTICE  OF  SURGERY.-(Prof.  Sullivan.) 


This  course  consists  of  100  lectures.  Part  of  which  will  be 
given  in  the  class-room  of  the  College  and  part  in  the  Hotel 
Dieu  Hospital.  In  the  latter  institution  patients  illustrating 
the  lectures  will  be  exhibited  to  the  class  and  operations  per- 
formed in  the  presence  of  the  students. 

These  lectures,  besides  the  Principles  and  Practice  of  Sur- 
gery, will  include  a course  of  Surgical  Anatomy,  and  Surgical 
Pathology,  illustrated  by  plates,  models  and  specimens,  ex- 
plaining the  most  recent  theories.  The  use  of  instruments  and 
surgical  apparatus  and  appliances  is  taught.  The  chief  opera- 
tions are  performed  on  a cadaver,  and  advantage  is  taken  to 
give  a concise  and  practical  course  in  special  surgery,  introduc- 
ing the  latest  and  most  improved  operations  and  modes  of  treat- 
ment with  the  use  of  such  instruments  as  are  now  employed  in 
special  surgery. 


3.— OBSTETRICS  AND  DISEASES  OF  WOMEN.— (Profs.  Garrett 

and  Wood.) 

This  course  consists  of  ioo  lectures  embracing  the  Prin- 
ciples and  Practice  of  Obstetrics  and  a full  course  on  Gynaeco- 
logy, illustrated  by  drawings,  models,  the  use  of  artificial 
pelvis,  etc. 

The  class  will  be  admitted  in  sections  to  see  the  operations 
in  the  Doran  Building. 


Ample  opportunities  will  be  afforded  to  the  students  for 
studying  this  important  branch,  practically,  as  they  will  be 
arranged  in  classes  to  attend  the  obstetric  practice  of  the 
hospital. 

Full  instructions  will  be  given  for  the  after-management  of 
obstetric  cases,  and  the  accidents  and  diseases  of  that  critical 
period  will  be  discussed,  and  also  the  diseases  of  infancy 
and  early  childhood. 


4.— MATERIA  MEDICA  AND  THERAPEUTICS.— (Prof.  Campbell.) 

In  this  course,  which  consists  of  ioo  lectures,  all  the  impor- 
tant drugs  used  in  medical,  surgical  and  obstetrical  practice 
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will  be  fully  described ; and  their  properties,  preparations  and 
doses  given.  Their  therapeutic  action,  and  the  conditions  in 
which  a particular  medicine  of  a certain  class  is  more  suitable 
than  others  of  the  same  class,  will  receive  special  attention. 
Instruction  in  prescription  writing  forms  a prominent  feature 
of  the  course. 

This  course  will  be  illustrated  by  plates  and  specimens  of 
the  various  drugs  and  chemicals  used  in  medicine. 

5.— ANATOMY.— (Prof.  Ryan.) 

Anatomy  is  taught  in  the  most  practical  manner  possible. 
Five  lectures  a week  are  given  in  the  Anatomy  class-room,  and 
are  fully  illustrated  by  recent  dissections  on  the  cadaver,  and 
also  by  plates,  drawings  and  preparations. 

Four  the  of  best  dissectors  among  the  third  year  students  are 
chosen  each  session  as  prosectors,  and  these  under  the  direction 
of  the  professor,  make  careful  dissections  of  the  parts  to  be 
brought  before  the  class.  The  students  not  only  hear  a descrip- 
tion of  the  tissues  of  the  body,  but  see  them  properly  dissected 
and  lying  in  their  natural  relations  to  each  other.  Every 
facility  for  studying  Anatomy  is  afforded  the  students. 

6.— ANIMAL  BIOLOGY,  INCLUDING  PHYSIOLOGY  AND 
HISTOLOGY.— (Prof.  Knight.) 

This  includes  an  elementary  course  of  lectures  and  demon- 
strations in  Animal  Biology  and  Physiology  for  first  year 
students,  and  a course  of  lectures  on  Physiology  and  Histology 
for  second  year  students. 

The  electric  lantern  is  used  extensively  in  illustrating  topics 
in  Biology,  Physiology  and  Histology. 

Students  are  instructed  in  the  use  of  various  physiological 
instruments,  such  as  the  sphygmograph,  spirometer,  mano- 
meter, etc.,  and  everything  is  done,  as  far  as  time  will  permit, 
to  make  them  practically  acquainted  with  modern  physiology, 
its  methods,  its  deductions,  and  the  basis  upon  which  the  latter 
rest. 

The  minute  anatomy  of  the  various  tissues  and  organs  will 
be  illustrated  by  lantern  slides,  diagrams,  and  a large  number 
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of  sections  of  both  fresh  and  prepared  tissues  which  will  be 
furnished  to  each  student  for  examination  under  the  micro- 
scope. These  sections  must  be  carefully  studied,  drawn  and 
described  in  a blank  book  specially  provided  for  the  purpose. 

7. — THEORETICAL  CHEMISTRY.— (Prof.  Goodwin,  Dr.  Wood  and 

Dr.  Waddell. 

This  course  comprises  Chemical  Physics,  Chemical  Philo- 
sophy, Inorganic  and  Organic  Chemistry. 

The  lectures  are  fully  illustrated  by  experiments. 

(a)  Junior  Chemistry, — Dr.  Goodwin  and  Dr.  Waddell. 

(b ) Senior  Chemistry  : 

1.  Organic  Chemistry  (ist  term),  Dr.  Goodwin. 

2.  Physiological  Chemistry  (2nd  term),  Dr.  Wood. 

3.  Chemistry  of  the  Metalo,  (Optional.) 

8. — PRACTICAL  CHEMISTRY.-(Dr.  Wood.) 

(a)  Analytical  Chemistry,  including  the  testing  of  simple 
solutions  and  powders  by  wet  and  dry  methods,  and  testing  for 
the  commoner  poisons. 

(b ) Clinical  Chemistry,  including  urinalysis  and  the  exami- 
nation of  fats,  digestive  fluids,  bile,  blood  and  milk. 

N.  B. — The  examination  in  Junior  Chemistry  must  be  passed  before 
the  classes  in  Practical  Chemistry  can  be  attended. 

9. — MEDICAL  JURISPRUDENCE.— (Prof.  W.  T.  Connell.) 

This  course  includes  documentary  and  oral  evidence,  iden- 
tification, real  and  apparent  death,  autopsies,  the  taking  down 
of  evidence  ; the  appearance  of  wounds  and  other  external  in- 
juries before  and  after  death  ; effects  of  suffocation,  drowning  ; 
the  detection  of  bloodstains,  seminal  fluids,  etc.;  the  evidence 
of  rape,  criminal  abortion,  concealment  of  pregnancy  and  in- 
fanticide, insanity,  feigned  diseases,  impotence,  sterility,  legiti- 
macy, survivorship,  life  assurance,  malpractice,  and  medical 
toxicology.  The  lectures  are  illustrated  with  plates  and  speci- 


mens. 
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10.— PRACTICAL  ANATOMY. — Dus.  G.  W.  Mylks,  A.  E.  Ross, 

C.  A.  Morrison  and  A.  W.  Richardson). 

The  dissecting  room  will  be  open  from  8 a.  m.  to  6 p.m. 
for  the  use  of  students,  and  instruction  will  be  given  every 
day  in  dissecting,  and  in  the  details  of  Practical  Anatomy,  by 
the  Demonstrators.  Students  are  furnished  with  material  for 
dissection,  of  which  there  is  abundant  supply  in  the  institution. 

11.  -CLINICAL  MEDICINE.— (Prof.  Herald.) 

1.  Clinical  study  of  disease,  with  reports  of  cases. 

2.  The  instruments  employed  in  the  diagnosis  of  disease. 

3.  Physical  diagnosis  of  medical  diseases. 

4.  The  diagnostic  import  of  the  chemical  and  microscopical 
examination  of  the  blood,  expectoration,  vomited  matters, 
gastric  contents,  urine  and  serous  effusions. 

Patients  in  the  wards  of  the  General  and  Hotel  Dieu  Hos- 
pitals are  used  to  illustrate  these  lectures. 

12.  — CLINICAL  SURGERY.— (Prof.  Anglin.) 

These  lectures  are  given  upon  the  various  surgical  cases  in 
the  wards  of  the  General  and  Hotel  Dieu  Hospitals.  They 
are  delivered  at  the  bedside  or  in  the  theatre  of  the  hospitals. 
When  the  lectures  are  delivered  in  the  theatre  the  patients  are 
brought  in  and  their  diseases  exhibited  to  the  class  ; the  symp- 
toms, diagnosis,  treatment,  course  and  probable  termination  of 
them  are  thoroughly  impressed  upon  the  minds  of  the  students. 
When  requiring  it  the  lectures  are  elucidated  by  plates,  surgical 
apparatus,  morbid  specimens,  models,  etc.  All  operations  are 
performed  in  the  presence  of  the  class. 

Special  instruction  will  be  given  in  the  application  of 
splints,  bandages  and  antiseptic  appliances. 

13. — SANITARY  SCIENCE.— (Prof.  W.  T.  Connell.) 

Lectures  will  cover  food,  water,  air  and  ventilation,  sewage 
disposal,  dwellings,  hospitals,  climate  and  soil,  in  their  relation 
to  the  public  health.  The  nature,  methods  of  spread  and 
means  of  prevention  of  the  infective  diseases  will  also  be  con- 
sidered, including  isolation,  disinfection,  quarantine,  and  dis- 
posal of  the  dead. 
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14.— PATHOLOGY  AND  BACTERIOLOGY.— (Prof.  W.  T.  Connell.) 

The  course  in  these  subjects  comprise  : — 

1.  A series  of  lectures,  two  per  week,  during  the  session 
on  general  pathology  and  morbid  anatomy,  for  students  of 
the  third  year.  These  lectures  will  be  illustrated  by  plates, 
diagrams  and  morbid  specimens. 

2.  A weekly  demonstration  in  morbid  histology  during  the 
session  for  third  year  students.  From  four  to  six  sections 
are  prepared  and  demonstrated  each  week  so  that  a representa- 
tive series  of  specimens  of  diseased  tissues  are  thus  acquired  by 
students. 

3.  Each  student  during  the  third  year  will  be  required  to 
spend  from  three  to  four  weeks  in  the  laboratory  in  assisting  to 
prepare,  stain  and  mount  miscroscopic  specimens  of  morbid 
tissues  for  class  use. 

4.  A series  of  lectures  and  demonstrations  on  Morbid  Ana- 
tomy for  students  of  the  fourth  year.  Two  hours  per  week  will 
be  spent  during  the  session. 

5.  Students  will  be  taken  in  rotation  to  assist  in  making 
post  mortem  examinations  and  in  making  reports  of  such  exam- 
inations. Students  must  attend  at  least  six  autopsiee  Autopsies 
are  held  at  the  mortuaries  of  the  General  and  Rockwood 
Hospitals. 

6.  A series  of  lectures,  followed  by  practical  instruction  and 
work  in  bacteriology,  will  be  held  during  the  first  three  months 
of  the  session.  Each  student  will  have  practical  instruc- 
tion in  culture  methods,  examination  of  pure  cultures  and  exa- 
mination bacteriologically  of  secretions  and  excretions  of  the 
body,  with  strict  reference  to  the  bearing  of  such  on  practical 
medicine. 

7.  A class  will  be  held  one  day  each  week  at  which  the 
gross  and  microscopic  morbid  specimens  from  autopsies  and 
operations  will  be  demonstrated.

15. — MEDICAL  SUKGICAL  ANATOMY.— (Prof.  Mundell.) 

Recognizing  the  importance  of  the  students  keeping  up 
anatomical  study  during  their  whole  course,  Medical  and  Sur- 
gical Anatomy  is  taught  to  third  and  fourth  year  students.  The 
course  is  thoroughly  practical,  the  subject,  both  dissected  and 
undissected,  being  used  to  illustrate  the  lectures. 

In  the  third  year  attention  is  especially  directed  to  anatomi- 
cal relations,  to  ligation  of  arteries  and  to  the  displacements  in 
fractures  and  dislocations. 

In  the  fourth  year  the  work  of  the  third  year  is  reviewed, 
and  in  addition  topographical  anatomy  of  the  thorax  and 
abdomen  as  well  as  cerebral  topography,  are  thoroughly  studied. 

16. — PRACTICAL  PHARMACY.— (Prof.  Campbell.) 

This  course  consists  of  twenty  lectures,  illustrated  by  phar- 
maceutical preparations,  the  dispensing  of  prescriptions,  exam- 
ination of  drugs,  especially  so  as  to  distinguish  those  which 
in  appearance  closely  resemble  each  other. 

17. — DISEASES  OF  THE  EYD,  EAR,  NOSE  AND  THROAT.  — (Prof. 

J.  C.  Connell.) 

A course  of  fifty  lectures,  didactic  and  clinical,  will  be  given 
at  the  General  Hospital.  The  principles  of  diagnosis  and  treat- 
ment will  be  dealt  with,  and  cases  illustrating  the  typical  forms 
of  these  diseases  will  be  exhibited  and  explained.  There  will 
also  be  practical  lessons  in  the  use  of  the  ophthalmoscope  and 
laryngoscope,  the  class  being  divided  for  this  purpose.

SECTION  I. 

MATRICULATION. 

Everyone  desirous  of  being  registered  as  a matriculated 
student  in  the  Register  of  this  College,  except  as  hereinafter 
provided,  shall  be  required  to  pay  a fee  of  twenty  dollars  and 
to  conform  to  the  following  regulations : 

1.  Any  person  who  presents  to  the  Registrar  of  the  Medical 
Council  a certificate  that  he  has  passed  the  examination 
conducted  by  the  Education  Department  on  the  course  pre- 
scribed for  matriculation  in  Arts,  including  chemistry  and 
physics,  and  approved  by  the  Lieutenant-Governor  in  Council, 
shall  be  entitled,  on  payment  of  the  lawful  fees  in  that  behalf, 
to  registration  as  a medical  student  within  the  meaning  of 
Section  XIX.  of  the  Ontario  Medical  Act. 

2.  A certificate  from  the  Registrar  of  any  chartered  univer- 
sity conducting  a full  Arts  course  in  Canada,  that  the  holder 
thereof  has  passed  the  senior  matriculation  of  such  university 
or  the  examination  conducted  at  the  end  of  the  first  year  in  Arts 
by  such  university,  shall  entitle  such  holder  to  registration  as  a 
matriculate. 

3.  Graduates  in  Arts,  in  any  university  in  Her  Majesty’s 
dominions,  are  not  required  to  pass  this  examination,  but  may 
register  their  names  with  the  Registrar  of  the  College  upon 
giving  satisfactory  evidence  of  their  identity,  the  presentation 
of  a certificate  of  qualifications,  and  the  payment  of  the  fee  of 
twenty  dollars. 

4.  Every  medical  student  after  matriculation  shall  be  regis- 
tered in  the  manner  prescribed  by  the  Council,  and  this  shall  be 
held  to  be  preliminary  to  his  medical  studies,  which  will  not 
be  considered  to  begin  until  after  the  date  of  such  registration. 
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section  ii. 

MEDICAL  CURRICULUM. 

1.  Every  student  must  spend  a period  of  five  years  in  actual 
professional  studies,  except  as  hereinafter  provided  ; and  the 
prescribed  period  of  studies  shall  include  four  winter  sessions 
of  eight  months  each.  The  fifth,  or  final  year,  shall  be 
devoted  to  clinical  work,  six  months  of  which  may  be  spent 
with  a registered  practitioner  in  Ontario,  or  with  an  ap- 
proved practitioner  outside  of  Ontario,  and  six  months 
must  be  spent  at  one  or  more  public  hospitals,  dispen- 
saries or  laboratories  devoted  to  physiological  or  pathological 
research,  Canadian,  British  or  foreign,  approved  by  the 
Council,  and  must  attend  at  least  one  hundred  clinical  lectures 
or  demonstrations  as  follows  : twenty-five  on  medical  cases, 
twenty-five  on  surgical  cases,  twenty-five  on  obstetrical  and 
gynoecological  cases,  and  twenty-five  on  pathology,  certificates 
for  which  must  be  presented  to  the  Registrar  of  the  Council, 
together  with  a certificate  of  six  months  hospital  attendance 
during  the  fifth  year.  A certificate  of  having  been  house  sur- 
geon in  a recognized  hospital  for  one  year  will  be  accepted  in 
lieu  of  these  clinical  lectures  and  hospital  attendance. 

2.  Graduates  in  Arts  or  science  of  any  college  or  university 
recognized  by  the  Council  who  shall  have  spent  two  years  in 
the  courses  of  physics,  chemistry,  biology  and  physiology,  and 
shall  have  passed  examinations  in  their  university  course  in  the 
said  subjects  while  taking  their  degrees,  will  be  required  to 
spend  four  years  in  the  study  of  medicine,  and  on  condition 
that  prior  to  the  third  year  they  shall  have  passed  the  Primary 
examination,  they  shall  be  permitted  to  take  both  the  Inter- 
mediate and  Final  examinations  on  completion  of  the  fourth 
year,  but  shall  have  no  remission  in  the  number  of  clinical 
lectures. 

No  tickets  for  lectures  will  henceforward  be  accepted  by 
the  Council  unless  it  is  endorsed  thereon  as  shown  by  teachers’ 
roll,  that  the  pupil  has  at  least  attended  seventy-five  per  cent. 


I of  the  set  number  of  lectures  of  each  course — and  it  is  enacted 
that  said  certificate  shall  specifically  state  that  such  attendance 
extended  over  a period  of  least  eight  months. 

3.  Applications  for  every  professional  examination  must  be 
made  to  the  Registrar  of  the  College  of  Physicians  and  Sur- 
geons of  Ontario  two  meeks  prior  to  the  examinations.  No 
application  will  be  received  unless  it  is  accompanied  by  the 
necessary  tickets  and  certificates,  and  by  the  Treasurer’s 
receipt  showing  that  the  fees  have  been  paid. 

4.  Excepting  as  hereinafter  specified,  each  eight  months’ 
course  shall  consist  of  not  less  than  eighty  lectures,  and  each 
“four  months’  course”  of  not  less  than  forty  lectures. 

5.  Every  student  must  attend  the  undermentioned  courses 
of  lectures  in  a university,  college  or  school  of  medicine 
approved  of  by  the  Council,  viz.  : 

[ANATOMY. — Two  courses  of  eight  months  each  in  descriptive  and 
practical  Anatomy,  consisting  of  not  less  than  280  lectures  or  demon- 
strations of  an  hour  each  in  each  year. 

TOPOGRAPHICAL  ANATOMY  (Medical,  Surgical).— One  course  of 
not  less  than  50  lectures. 

PHYSIOLOGY. — There  shall  be  two  courses  of  eight  months  each  in 
Physiology  and  Histology,  consisting  of  not  less  than  120  lectures  and 
demonstrations  of  an  hour  each  in  each  year. 

CHEMISTRY. — There  shall  be  two  courses  of  eight  months  each  in 
. Chemistry,  theoretical  and  practical,  consisting  of  not  less  than  150 
lectures  or  demonstrations  of  an  hour  each  in  each  year. 

MATERIA  MEDICA  AND  PHARMACY.— Two  courses  of  not  less 
than  50  lectures  each. 

PRINCIPLES  AND  PRACTICE  (Medicine). — Two  courses  of  not 
less  than  80  lectures  each. 

SURGERY  (principles  and  practice). — Two  courses  of  not  less  than  80 
lectures  each. 

MIDWIFERY  AND  DISEASES  OF  WOMEN.-Two  courses  of  not 
less  than  80  lectures  each. 

CLINICAL  MEDICINE. — Two  courses  of  not  less  than  100  lectures 
each. 

CLINICAL  SURGERY. — Two  courses  of  not  less  than  100  lectures 
each. 
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MEDICAL  JURISPRUDENCE  AND  TOXICOLOGY.— One  course 
of  not  less  than  50  lectures. 

PATHOLOGY  (including  Bacteriology).— One  course  of  100  lectures 
or  demonstrations. 

SANITARY  SCIENCE.— One  course  of  30  lectures. 

THERAPEUTICS.— One  course  of  50  lectures. 

MENTAL  DISEASES. — One  course  of  10  lectures. 

DISEASES  OF  CHILDREN. — Two  courses  of  20  lectures. 

Note. — Each  lecture  or  demonstration  shall  consist  of  not  less  than 
one  hour’s  duration. 

A certificate  of  having  attended  five  lectures,  and  five  de- 
monstrations upon  the  use  of  Anaesthetics  and  certificates 
of  having  personally  administered  Anaesthetics  five  times 
under  supervision  of  a legally  qualified  practitioner. 

6.  Every  candidate  will  be  required  to  prove  that  he  has 
carefully  dissected  the  entire  adult  human  body. 

7.  Also  must  have  attended  the  practice  of  a general  hospi- 
tal for  twenty-four  months  during  the  first  four  years  of  study. 

8.  Also  must  have  attended  six  cases  of  midwifery. 

9.  Also  must,  before  being  registered  as  a member  of  the 
College  of  Physicians  and  Surgeons  of  Ontario,  have  passed 
all  the  examinations  herein  prescribed,  and  attained  the  full  age 
of  twenty-one  years.

EXAMINATIONS. 

1.  The  professional  examinations  are  divided  into  three 
parts:  “ Primary,”  “ Intermediate”  and  ‘'Final.” 

2.  The  Primary  examination  shall  be  undergone  after  the 
second  winter  session,  and  the  Intermediate  after  the  fourth 
winter  session,  the  Final  after  the  fifth  year. 

3.  The  following  branches  shall  be  embraced  in  the  Pri- 
mary examination : 
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(а)  Anatomy. 

(б)  Physiology  and  Histology. 

(c)  Chemistry  (Theoretical  and  Practical). 

( d ) Materia  Medica  and  Pharmacy. 

4.  Every  candidate  for  the  Primary  examination  will  be 
required  to  present,  with  his  lecture  tickets,  a certificate  of 
having  undergone  and  passed  an  examination  at  the  school  he 
has  attended  at  the  close  of  his  first  winter  session  on  Primary 
branches.  Also  a certificate  of  ability  to  make  and  mount 
microscopic  specimens. 

5.  Each  candidate  for  final  examination  must  present  a 
certificate  of  attendance  at  six  post-mortem  examinations,  a 
certificate  of  ability  to  draw  up  a report  of  a post-mortem 
examination  ; a certificate  of  having  reported  satisfactorily  six 
cases  of  clinical  medicine,  and  six  cases  of  clinical  surgery,  and 
a certificate  of  having  passed  his  Intermediate  examination,  the 
certificates  to  be  signed  by  the  teachers  referred  to  upon  these 
subjects,  or  the  practitioner  holding  post-mortem. 

6.  All  candidates  shall  (excepting  Art  graduates)  present  a 
certificate  of  having  passed  at  the  close  of  their  third  session  in 
the  college  or  school  they  may  have  attended,  an  examination 
in  such  parts  of  medicine,  surgery  and  midmifery  as  may  be 
thought  advisable  by  the  faculties  of  the  respective  colleges  or 
schools.  This  examination  is  not  in  any  way  to  interfere  with 
any  of  the  examinations  of  the  Council.  One  year’s  attend- 
ance after  the  Intermediate  examination  as  House  Surgeon  or 
Physician  in  any  Hospital  recognized  by  the  Council  shall  be 
held  to  be  equivalent  to  the  fulfilling  of  the  requirements  for  the 
fifth  year  of  clinical  work.

(Answer  any  six  questions,  but  the  six  selected  must  not  include  more 
than  two  cases.  All  questions  of  equal  value.) 

1.  Diagnose  senile  gangrene.  Mention  predisposing  causes 
and  exciting  and  treatment. 

2.  Sketch  briefly  sarcoma.  Name  varieties.  Give  its  dur- 
ation. Compare  it  generally  with  carcinoma  as  to  virulence, 
termination,  treatment,  and  results*of  treatment. 
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3-  Compare  sapraemia  or  septic  intoxication — septicaemia 
pure  and  pyaemia — as  to  cause,  onset,  prognosis,  and  morbid 
anatomy. 

4.  Where  is  the  stricture  usually  found  in  strangulated 
femoral  hernia  ? Give  the  exact  anatomy  of  the  site,  and  note 
any  possible  risks  in  dividing  the  stricture. 

5.  Explain  origin  and  give  treatment  for  housemaid’s  knee. 

6.  Briefly,  but  in  order,  describe  repair  of  simple  fracture  of 
bone.  Name  the  two  most  essential  means  to  ensure  success. 

7.  State  your  mode  of  examining  the  rectum.  Name  the 
diseases  you  may  find.  Select  a common  one  and  give  treatment. 

8.  Case  /. — A young  woman  (25  years)  in  apparent  good 
health,  menses  regular,  suddenly  vomits  quantity  of  bright  red 
blood.  Examination  shows  no  pulse  nor  temperature  ; stomach 
is  distended  with  flatus,  tender  in  some  limited  portion  but  not 
marked  ; appetite  fair  ; no  cough  ; burning  sensation  in 
stomach  after  eating,  tendency  to  nausea  ; sometimes  much 
thirst.  It  may  be  the  first  appearance  of  blood  or  may  have 
had  previous  attacks.  Hemorrhage  may  have  been  profuse  or 
mixed  with  food. — Give  diagnosis.  In  doing  so  enumerate  all 
causes  of  haematemesis,  state  any  peculiar  to  each  and  of  value 
in  diagnosing  them. 

9.  Case  2. — An  elderly  man  has  large,  raw,  ulcerated  sur- 
face on  the  side  of  the  face  ; easily  bleeds,  will  not  heal  ; has 
had  it  some  years  ; began  as  small  sore  at  right  ala  of  nose. 
Diagnose  it  and  explain  reason  and  mention  treatment. 

10.  Case  j. — A man  in  a fight  struck  on  the  head  with 
pointed  large  blade  of  a penknife,  complains  of  pain  after  rally- 
ing from  being  stunned,  but  is  able  to  go  about  and  talk  as 
usual.  After  a few  hours  complains  of  dulness  ; heavy,  drowsy 
stupor  increases,  has  to  lie  down  and  becomes  unconscious  ; 
has  signs  of  deep  coma.  What  would  be  your  diagnosis  and 
treatment,  giving  reasons  fqr  opinion.

4.  Enumerate  the  dangers  to  mother  and  child  in  a simple 
flattened  pelvis  with  moderate  contraction  of  the  conjugate 
diameter  of  the  brim  (vertex  presentation).  Under  what  cir- 
cumstances would  podalic  version  be  preferable  to  forceps  in  the 
delivery  of  the  child  ? Explain  your  reasons  for  the  choice. 

5.  Define  menorrhagia  and  metrorrhagia.  Name  only  the 
diseases  in  which  they  are  characteristic  symptoms. 

6.  Classify  as  to  locality  the  benign  tumors  of  the  uterus. 
Name  the  alterations  and  degenerations  which  may  occur  in 
them. 

7.  Describe  very  briefly  the  symptoms  of  acute  purulent 
(gonorrhoeal)  vaginitis.  What  other  organs  or  structures  may 
become  involved  owing  to  spread  of  the  infection  ?
